(ILLED HIS AUNT, 
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Young Brunot Confesses to the 
Murder Near Pana. 


SIBLEY, TOO, ADMITS CRIME. 


VICTIM’S BODY DENUDED AND 


THROWN INTO A WELL. 


Boy Says That His Mother Had Noth- 
ing to Do With the Shooting or 
Efforts to Obtain Property 
of Her Sister-in-Law.

PANA, Ili., April 22.—The confession of 
Henry Brunot, that, prompted by and in 
connection with Frederick Stbley, he killed 
his aunt, Jane Brunot of Dana, Ind., shows 
the crime to have been of unusual bru- 
tality. The confession was made to Chief 
of Police Kiely, Deputy Sheriff Cheney 
and Banker H. N. Schuyler, and the boy— 
he is only 19—did not once show regret for 
his shocking deed, nor even fafter in recit- 
ing the grewsome details. This is his con- 
fession: 

“Monday, April 10, the day of the Pana 
riot, when several persons were killed and 
14 wounded, Sibley and I, having laid our 
plans to kill my aunt that night. I brought 
my mother to Pana. The firing of the riot- 
ers was still going on, and I took mother 
to Mrs. Hampton's, where she stayed until 
the next day. I then drove home. and Sib- 
ley and I put up my horse and buggy. oly 
aunt was then in the barnyard, milking. 
She went into the kitchen and was prepar- 
ing supper. Sibley and 1 entered. We had 
planned both should draw revolvers and 
fire simultaneously. I drew my gun and 
fired first. She fell, and I fired several more 
shots into her body. She died instantly. 
Sibley did not fire. Sibley tore all her 
clothing from her, 
but found none. 

“We dragged her out on the porch, threw 
her in a wheelbarrow, and Sibley wheeled 
her to the well and dumped her in, head 
first. We then built a platform a few feet 
below the surface of the ground and filled 
in with earth. My mother had nothing to 
do with the murder. Our object was rob- 
bery. We thought Aunt Jane had money 
on her.’’ 

Stbley later made a confession corroborat- 
ing that of Brunot. Brunot denied that his 
mother and himself poisened> hts ¢ather 
three years ago to obtain his InetUirance. 
oth Sibley and Brunot denied all knowl- 
edge of the murder of Widow McIntyre in 
the Flatham district two mont ago. 


Mrs. Brunot has been released from cus- 
tody. Bibley amd Brunot are in jail at 
Taylorville. 

Before the body of Mrs. Brunot was 
thrown in the well it was divested of all 
clothing, and this clothing has been found 
in the garret of Mrs. Anna Brunot’s home, 
the same garret in which Sibley was yes- 
terday found in hiding. 

A platform well banked up surrounded 
the well in which the body was found, Thig 
has been leveled off. When the dirt had 
been drawn from the well the Searchers 
found the body, head downward. Miss 
Brunot had been shot four times in the 
breast and neck. 

The motive of the crime was to secure 
the 4200 Mies Brunot had in a Dane, Ind., 
bank, and the $10 mortgage she held on 
her sister-in-law’s farm. A forged letter 
was sent to the bank authorizing a draft. 

Another letter was sent to Mrs. Amanda 
Sutton at Kidley, Ill., asking that the 
moregage and other papers be sent. She 
detected the forgery and refueed. 

The presentation of a deed conveying a 
tract of forty acres of land from Jane 
Brunot to Henry Brumnot caused the inves- 
tigation. The county clerk learned that 
the ingstrument had been signed by James 
Brunot. 

A marriage license had been issued to 
Sibley and Mrs. Charles Brunot and they 
were to have been married next Tuesday. 

Just prior to being removed from tho 
city jail, Mrs. Brunot asked her son Henry 
if he was guilty and he answered yes. 
She then declared h'm “a fool, unable to 
hold his tongue.” She says she stil) thinks 
him innocent. She has returned to her 
home, six miles north. 

The body of Jane Brunot was removed 
to the dissecting room this morning and 
the bullets extracted from her body. The 
revolver found on young Grunot when ar- 
rested was of 38-caliber and the bullets 
taken from the body are of the same size. 

The body of Jane Brunot was takén pos- 
session of by relatives after the examina- 
tion to-day and was taken to Fontanet, 
Ind., for burial. 

The Coroner's verdict Is that Jane Brunot 
came to her death at the hands of Henry 
Brunot and Fred Sibley. They will be held 
without ball.

MUST ANSWER 
FOR CONTEMPT,

Mazet Committee Will Ask 
for Several Indictments. 


MAY GO TO HIGHEST COURT. 


IF NEW YORK COURTS FAIL THIS 
IS THREATENED. 


Ceunsel Is Directed to Bring Action 
Against One Witness Who Has 
Refused to Answer the Ques- 
tions Put to Him. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—Counsel of the 
Mazet Committee today formally announced 
that it was proposed to prosecute for con- 
tempt all witnesses who refused to answer 
their questions, and the committee at once 
carried out the threat by authorizing coun- 
sel to begip proceedings against one wit- 
ness. The punishment for contempt of a 
legislative committee may be a year’s im- 
prisopment, or fine of $500, or both. 

When the seventh session of the commit- 
tee convened to-day, a large crowd was 
present, owing to an unauthenticated rumor 
that Richard Croker, Chief of Police De- 
very and Capt. Price might all face the 
irrquisitors, 

The proceedings opened in a somewhat 
Striking manner. Proctor Clarke, assistant 
counsel to the committee, addressing Mr. 
Mazet, said he desired to call the attention 
of the committee and of witnesses to the 
penal code sections providing for pwunish- 
ment for refusal to attend or to answer 
questions propounded by a committee of the 
Legislature, 

“You will observe," said Mr, Clark, ‘for 
contumacious refusal to answer proper and 
material questions a witness commits a 
misdemeanor lt is the purpose of the 
counsel of this committee, with the ap- 
proval of the ae a at the proper 
time to be determinéd by the judgment of 
the counsel to present such contumacious 
witnesses who have refused to answer such 
proper questions as the committee shall 
determine, to the constituted criminal au- 
thorities of this county for presentment, 
indictment and punishment, not for a mo- 
ment doubting that the constitutional offi- 
cer of this county, the District Attorney, 
will lend his aid to the proper observance 
of the laws of the State.’’ 

Mr. Clark went'‘on to say that if it were 


impossible for the grand jury of this county 


to. spare the time to deal with cases of 
contempt, the counse] for the committee 
would request the Governor to appoint a 
judge to hold an extraordinary term of 
the Supreme Court and to empanel an ex- 
traordinary grand jury, before which the 
matters could be brought according to the 
existing laws governing such cases. 


Dr. O'Sullivan, representing the city de- 
partment, referred to Mr. Clark’s an- 
nouncement as intimidation. Mr. Clark pro- 
tested against the use of the word and 
Mr. Mazet ruled that Dr. O’Sullivan had 
no right to use it. The Tammany counsel, 
however, continued, and said: 

“I contend that this committee is not the 
judge as to questions, as to their mate- 
der gy ! or propriety, and also that you are 
not the judges as to whether a witness is 
contumacious or not.” 

Lucien Bonheur was the first witness. 
He said he lived in this city, and at one 
time had some connection with the Mary- 
land Whisky Co. Maurice Untermeyer had 
invited him to take an interest in that com- 
pany. (Mr. Bonheur said he left the com- 
pany because he did not like the kind of 
salesmen that were engaged. He said 
that some of the headquarters officers in 
Baltimore had complained that the sales- 
men were drumming trade in disreputa- 
ble resorts in this city. 

Samuel ‘Meyers, a talior, on Broadway, 
was then called. He refused to say whether 
he had taken orders for Maryland whisky 
“That is my business,” he reiterated, and 
though Chairman Mazet ordered him to 
answer he refused. He said he had never 
spoken to Police Commissioner Sexton 
about whisky. He had never discussed 
with Chief Devery appointments to the 


police force. 

He refused blank to answer the 
question whether he had been employed 
by any member of the City Government 
or of the Poli¢e Department to go to dis- 
orderly resorts and solicit orders for Mary- 
land whisky. Finally, on request of Mr. 
Moss, Chairman Mazet directed the esten- 
Ographer to furnish counsel with the 
minutes of Meyer's testimony, and directed 
counsel to take such steps as they might 
deem necessary to bring Meyers before the 
court for contempt as soon as practica- 


oint 


le. 

When Mr. Moss yesterday excused Andy 
Freedman from examination for the day, 
Mr. Freedman said: ‘“‘Now, géntlemen of 
the pregs, here ie a statement of the busi- 
ness of the Platt Co. and of the business 
of our company, a statement of the entire 
business.”’ 

Mr. Moss claimed this to be flagrant con- 
tempt of the committee. “I want to say 
right here,”’ said he, “that we propose to 
look upon this contempt business in a reg- 
ular and logical and orderly way, and when 
a suffictent number of gentlemen have put 
themselves in contempt of this committee, 
we will take care of them in a bunch.”’ 

Mr. Moss called Abraham Himmelwright 
of the Roebling Construction Co., who per- 


sisted in refusing to make definite anewers, 
on the ground that the questions referred 
to personal and private affairs. When Mr. 
Mose said he would suspend his examina- 
tion for the time being, Mr. Himmelwright 
endeavored to make a statement, which was 
abruptly and sternly nipped in the bud by 
Chairman Mazet, who said angrily that wit- 
nesses could not come there and refuse to 
anewer all questions and then make state- 
ments to duit themselves. The eergeant-at- 
arms was called to take Himmelwright off 
the witness stand. 


HOBART IS UNDECIDED. 


Did Not Refuse to Again Run for Vice-

REPORT FROM MEMPHIS THAT 
HE HAS KILLED HIMSELF. 


WAS WELL KNOWN IN ST. LOUIS. 


Has Relatives Here, and for Many a 
Year Acted as Presiding Judge 
at fhe Local Tracks. 


The following brief telegram was received 
from Memphis Saturday morning: 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 22.—Col. M. 
Lewis Clarke of Louisville, the well known 
racing judge, committed suicide here to- 
day in his room at Caston Hotel. 

Later this special came from Memphis: 

MEMPHIS,’ Tenn., April 22—Col, Clark 
had been indisposed for several days, and, 
on Thursday evening, after the day’s rac- 
ing at (Montgomery Park, he _ requested 
President Montgomery to take his piace in 
the judge’s stand on Friday, adding that he 
would not leave his hotel. F 

Last night Col. Clarke was attended by 
Dr. Jones, who announced that his patient 
was suffering from melancholia. Col. 
Clarke was up early this morning, but did 
not leave his room. He ordered a drink 
of trandy shortly before 9 o'clock and 
seemed to be in good spirits. About. Y 
o’clock a revolver shot was heard in Col. 
Clark’s room. The door was forced, and 
Col. Clark was found lying across the 
foot of the bed with a smoking revolver in 
his hand. A sma! hole in the right temple, 
through which blood was slowly oozing, 
told the story. . 

Col.. Clark was writhing in great agony. 
Efforts to revive the Colonel were of no 
avail and he expired without speaking. 


The News at Louisville. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE. Ky., April 22.—The suicide 
of Col. M. Lewis Clarke at Memphis shocked 
Louisville. where he is probably the best 
known citizen. 

Col. Clarke has for several years been in 
declining health and went from one doctor 
to another for restoration. He has recently 
been occupying luxurious apartments in 
Chicago, where he had several fine traps 
and a stable of magnificent road horses. It 
is believed here at his home that the 
realization of wrecked health caused him 
to end his life. 


Mr. Clarke, or Judge Clarke, as he was 

best known, was looked on as the father of 
the present system of racing in this coun- 
trv. 
He was for the past 20 years considered 
the presiding judge par excellence, and his 
name, in connection with any race meeting, 
meant fair play all around and a run for 
one’s money. ; 

It was Mr. Clarke who went to Engiand 
in 1872-73 and who brought back with him 
the ideas which led to the establishment 
of the Kentucky Derby and the Stallion 
Stakes at Louisville from which came the 
present Futurtty: : 

To the Bluegrass farmers and breeders 
in those days of long ago Mr. Clarke said: 
‘‘EHetablish a Kentucky Derby, and as true 
as I stand here the winner of it will be 
worth more to you than the richest_farm 
in Kentucky. Establish a Kentucky Derby 
and the produce of the dam of the winner 
will be worth more than all the other pro- 
duce of your farm.”’ 

The first Kentucky Derby was run and 
won by Aristides, the great~son of Leam- 
ington, and scarce was the race over than 
his owner was offered $25,000 for him. 
Sooner, indeed, than even Mr. Clarke had 
hoped for was his prophecy fulfilied. 

Mr. Clarke came to St. Louis with the 
‘“hosses’’ even as far back as the days of 
the old Abbey track, and when the Cote 
Brilliante race track was built he officiated 
as presiding judge there. 

He was in the stand at Cote Billiante 
when President Grant visited that course 
in the early eighties, and in fact, a St. 
Louis race meeting never amounted to 
much those days without Judge Clarke in 
the stand. 

He was your true American sportsman, 
sure enough, on the track and off of it. 

While in St. Louis he always secured a 
suite of rooms in the best hotel and the 
buffet which was always a part of his es- 
tablishment was made free warten of Dy 
the leading turfmen of his day. 

Judge Clarke was no cheap man. At one 
time he charged $250 per day for his serv- 
ices and he never worked for less than $100 

er day, but he lived up to every dollar of 
fis earnings and was never considered a 
wealthy man. 

While Hving in style at the local hotelis, 
Mr. Clarke became the boon companion 
of the O’Fallons, Lucas, Christy and all the 
other leading gentlemen turfmen of St. 
Lovis, and many a pleaeant time they had 
with him. 

Mr. Clarke's last visit to St. Louis was in 
September, 1897, when he came here to at- 
tend the meeting of the Turf Congress. He 
came to represent the Harlem Racing Asso- 
c‘ation of Chicago. 

That was the time when there was a war 
inside the walls of the Congress. 

Certain parties wanted to use the asso- 
ciation to boom racing at New Orleans and 
San Francisco, and it was then that Mr. 
Clarke declared himself, saying: 

“St Louis and Chicago deserve to rule 
the Western turf world, and they will rule 

‘a prophecy that was carried out to the 
letter. 

Clarke’s services as a racing judge 
were valuable, mostly because the racing 
public and turfmen in general had full con- 
fidence in his honesty and integrity. 

The turf would wager ite last penny when 
Judge Clarke was in the stand, satisfied 
that it would get a run for its money. 


Mr. Charles C. Maffit, the leading spirit 
of the St. Louls Fair Assoctation, was an 
old friend of Mr. Clarke's and was greatly 
surprised when he heard the sad news this 

orning. 
ee Mr. “Clarke.” said Mr. Maffit, “‘was, I 
think. a son of Jeff Clarke, who owned a 
farm about a mile this s'de of Normandy 
in St. Louis County. William Hancock 
Clarke was the first son, I think, and M. 
Lewis the second. Then there was George 
and Jeff. The latter was the best known 
in St. Louis. He went to South Africa a 
few vears ago, amassed a fortune of two 
million and then died. William, I th'nk, is 
living in Washington. M. Lewis Clarke 
has been the presiding judge at the Mem- 
phis course during the past month. He 
was nearing his siXtleth year and I have 
heard he was not in good health recently 
and that he was feeling quite despondent 
in consequence. He rode to the Memphts 
track with a friend of mine a few days 
ago and then told him not to be surprised 
if he heard at any time of his sudden 
death. The friend supposed that Mr. Clarke 
feared that he was to be taken away sud- 
denly with appoplexy. He had no idea at 
the time that he contemplated suicide.

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REVENUE STAMPS. 
COUNTERFEITED. 


Many of Them Used by Cigar 
Manufacturers. 


ARRESTS MADE IN CINCINNATI. 


INSPECTORS LOOKING FOR COUN- 
TERFEITS IN ST. LOUIS. 


The Counterfeiters Are Said to Have 
Operated in All the Large Cities 
and the Imitation Stamps 
Are Nearly Perfect.

Internal Revenue Collectar Grenner re- 
ceived information from Washington Sat- 
urday that an organized gang was engaged 
in the manufacture of imitation revenue 
stamps, which are being sold to dealers in 
every city of the United States. 

Cigar manufacturers have, it is said, 
bought the spurious stamps by the whole- 
sale. In Clincinnati and Chicago several 
of them have been arrested on a charge 
of being implicated in the swindle. 


In Cincinnati over half a million cigars 
were confiscated. The boxes containing 
them all bore bogus stamps. The Manu- 
facturer, William M. Jacobs, was taken into 
custody and will be held pending invest.ga- 
tion by the Federal authoritiprs. 

Jacobs is one of the wealthiest cigar 
manufacturers in Ohio. He | lives at Lan- 
caster, 

In Chicago the Government. officials 
seized 200,000 cigars at factory No. 3741 in 
the Ninth District. Similar evidence that 
the stamps were not genuine was dis- 
covered. 

Other cases are reported from Philadel- 
phia and New York.* 

Collector Grenner sent seven deputies out 
Saturday with instructions to thoroughly 
investigate the stamps used by manufac- 
turers in St. Louis. Up to noon no arrests 
had been but Mr.eGrenner says de- 
velopments are expected within the next 
twenty-four hours. 

“lI am. expecting some startling results 
here in the next day or two,”’ he said, “but 
to maks anything public at this time would 
defeat our efforts to apprehend the guilty 
parties.’’ 

“Do you suspect any manuf 
louis?” he was asked. 

“lt is useless to ask me 
cause I will not reply.” 

It is said that the counterfeiters have 
agents in all the large cities and thaf they 
have operated on a gigantic scale in Mis- 
sourli. | 

The counterfeit stamps are almost:a per- 
fect Imitation of the genuine. They have 
been issued in the same denomination as 
those printed by the Government. 
thought that possibly lates have 
stolen, but the authorities say it 
have been utterly impossible to secure a 
complete outfit.

Samuel F. Tobin May Have 
Been Thrown Off.

CONDUCTOR SAYS HE WAS TRY- 
ING TO KEEP PEACE. 


Two Young Men Going Home on a 
Lindell Owl Car Had a Contro- 
versy With the Conductor 
and One Was Killed. 


Samuel E. Tobin, son of John D. Tobin of 
Tobin Bros., painters, died early Saturday 
morning, at his father’s home, 1435 Missour! 
avenue, from injuries received several hours 
previously, while riding home on a street 
car from a distant point in the West End. 
Whether the young mar fell or was thrown 
from the car will be determined by a police 
investigation, to be made during the day. 

Mr. Tobin, accompanied by William Reb- 
stock of. 1421 Missouri avenue, Was on a 
Lindell car, going east on Park avenue, be-

tween Compton and Nebraska avenues, at 
12:46 a. m., when the accident or assault 
occtirred. 

Rebstock, who left the car at the same 
time Tobin fell, or was thrown off, secured 
the assistance of Frederick Ude, a livery- 
man at 3142 Park avenue, and took Tobin 
home. 

Dr. H. H. Barnes of 3168 Park avenue 
was called and dressed the wounded man’s 
injuries. Tobin died within two or three 
hours after reaching home. 

Orders have been issued by the Police 
Department to arrest Lilburn C, Boggs of 
3732 Hickory street, the motorman, and 
William Madson of 3307 St. Vincent ave- 
nue, conductor, of the car on which Tobin 
rode. 

These men reported to President Baum- 
hoff of the Lindeil system that Tobin fell 
off of the car. 

Madson said Tobin and Rebstock were 
intoxicated, quarrelsome and noisy; that 
he endeavored to quiet the young men, 
and in his efforts to do so became in- 
volved in a ecuffie with Tobin. He 
declared that in the scuffle. which occurred 
on the rear platform, Tobin fell from the 
car. 


President Baumhoff of the Lindell system 
stated at noon Saturday that he was satis- 
fied the conductor and motorman were in 
no wise to blame for Tobin's death, and that 
both of them would be permitted to continue 
at work on the road. 

This statement was made after an invee- 
tigation by Mr. Baumhoff. He said that 
Tobin was intoxicated and that Tobin's 
fall from the car was due to that fact. 
He eaid Tobin laid violent hands on the 
conductor and when the latter shook him- 
self free Tobin staggered backward and 
fell from the platform. 

The car was stopped as soon as poestible, 
Mr. Baumhoff said, and backed to where 
Tobin fell off. The latter -.- picked him- 
self up, and, according to Dr. Born, who 
was present, was uninjured, 

Rebstock was not at home Saturday 
morning. His family stated that he was 
out with Ridge Tobin, a brother of the dead 
routh, looking up witnesses. Rebstock told 
Tobin's family Friday night that Tobin 
was thrown from the car by the conductor. 

Samuel Tobin was 18 years old. He will 
be buried from the family residence Mon- 
day.

TEST COMES ON THE ALIBI. 


TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFEND- 
ANT HAS BEEN POSITIVE. 


She Will Not Take the Stand as Was 
Expected and the Fact Arouses 
Much Criticism of Conduct 
of Her Case. 


CANTON, O., April 2.—The third week 
of the trial of Mrs. Annie George for the 
murder of George D. Saxton, the brother 
of Mre. McKinley, closed to-day. All the 
evidence is in. The arguments will occupy 
Monday and Tuesday, and the case wili go 
to the jury Wednesday. 

The startling features of the trial have 
been the appearance as witnesses for the 
defense of the son and the divorced hus- 
band of the defendant. Although the latter 
had secured damages from Saxton, as well 
as a divorce with Saxton as co-respondent, 
he testified strongly in favor of his former 
wife, stating that they had always lived 
happliy until they met Saxton. Neither

PURSER TELLS OF THE FIGHT. 


—— 


When Tavinna Left Apia There Was 
Talk of More Shelling. 
VICTORIA, B. C., April 22.—The steam- 
ship Aorangil, which left Suva, Fegi, April 
4, brings this version of the fighting of the 
American and English forces with Mataafa, 
related by Purser Denny of the collier Ta- 
vinna, which left Apia March 19, carrying 

several of the wounded sailors to Suva. 

“The Tavinna arrived off Apia, March 16, 
in the early morning. When steaming into 
the harbor at Apia the big guns were fir- 
ing from the warships Porpoise, Royalist 
and Philadelphia, the German warship 
Falke not taking any part whatever. We 
were stopped by one of the officers of the 
Porpoise and dropped anchor outside of the 
line of fire. Every place was closed on 
shore and as the town might be destroyed 
at any minute, all white people were called 
to take up their quarters on board the 
different warehips. 

“We coaled the Royalist that day and the 
Porpoise that night. While coaling the Por- 
poise she was shelling the bush part of 
Apia during the whole night, and the shots 
from the natives’ rifles ashore were strik- 
ing the Porpoise and Tavinna. The Tavin- 
na hed between sixty and seven refugees 
living on board for two days and nights. 

- Tavinna left Apla March 19, and 
up till that time three sallors from the 
Royalist and one from the Philadelphia 
were killed and several wounded. The Ta- 
vinna brought to the Suva hospital two 
sailors from the Royalist, both being shot 
through the legs. Up to our time of sail- 
ing the firing was going on just the same 
as on our arrival. 

Between 300 and 400 bodies were found be- 
hind the British Consul’s home one Friday 
mornin Mataafa's side not being able to 
earry off their dead. Berious fighting was 
expected, as the natives from outlying 
islands were arriving in thousands for 
either side.

MISSOURI RIVER STILL RISING 
AT ST. JOSEPH. 


NQ DAMAGE YET REPORTED. 


Rises Occur From Omaha to Kansas 
City, Where the Danger Will 
Be Reached To-Day. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22.—The Mis- 
sour! River has continued to rise during 
the last 2% hours, though at not so great 
@ rate as for the past four days. Already 
squatters on the low lands between here 
and St. Joseph are moving their effécts to 
higher ground, and farmers are getting 


their stock and property to safe pieces, 

At Kansas City, Leavenworth and St. 
Joseph much land is already under water, 
but no serious damage has resulted. The 
Burlington tracks between Kansas City and 
East Atchison are partially submerged. 
Local officials of packing houses, ware- 
houses and manufacturing plants skirting 
the river nave been warned, and are tak- 
ing proper precautions. 

n Kansas City the rise has been three- 
tenths of a foot since yesterday, the gauge 
this morning registering 21.2, or half a 
foot below the danger line. 

At St. Joseph the danger line has been 
passed by eight-tenths of a foot, with a 
slight rise still in progress. While the 
Weather Bureau reports a tendency to 
fall at Sioux City and above that point, a 
continued rise is predicted for this section. 
At Kansas City, Kan., the Kaw River is 
high and rising rapidly, and has already 
caused squatters to move. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 22.—The river raised 
7 Incheg at this point during the night, 
and a large amount of land on the low t- 
toms is overflowed. It is still riging slow- 
ly, but steadily, and no one appears to 
know just how much higher it is li “— to 
go, as a further rise is reported from 
above. 

‘Many railroad tracks on the bottoms 
are now under water, and a strong cur- 
rent, which cut across from Florence 
Lake, hae washed out some trackage. The 
tracks involved are all used for switching 

urposes and no main line in this vicinity 

s under water. On both sides of the river 
much valuable farm land is under water: 
A large tract, known as Boyer Island, 
<4 Missour! Valley, was flooded last 
nignt, 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 22.—The Mis- 
sourt River has risen a foot at this point 
during the last 24 hours, and is higher now 
than it has been this spring. he old 
Payne levee at Hamburg, Io. miles 
north of St. Joseph, on the Burlington road, 
broke last night and the bottoms are 
flooded for miles below. 

There has been no loss of life, as a 
large force of workmen had been trying to 
strengthen the levee for several days and 
had warned the farmers of the impend- 
ing danger. Many left household goods and 
live stock behind.

WILL COME TO ST. LOUIS. 


Under the Decision He Will Ask the

OIE BY ELECTRICITY 


SCIENTIFIC SWINDLE UNEARTH- 
ED BY DETECTIVES. 


AN INGENIOUS CONTRIVANCE. 


Element of Doubt Entirely Removed 
and Any Desired Number 
Thrown With Certainty. 


Detective Lee Killian captured Friday 
night the most unique and scientific dice 
outfit ever seen at police headquarters. An 
electric battery amd dice that are plugged 
with steel are the essential parts of the 
outfit. 

The game was run at Jacob Gutfreund’s 
saloon, at Twelfth street and Washington 
avenue, and for a “lead-pipe cinch’’ the 
police have never seen anything to equal 
it. Blectric dice boards have been heard 
of in police circles before this, but none 
were ever operated before. 

Gutfreund and his bartender, Teddie 
Beard, eo the detectives ailege, were en- 
gaged in fleecing Joe Parker, when the 
raid took place. The men were arrested 
and the outfit confiscated. Parker lives at 
321 South Fourteenth street. 
lost $28 on the dice game before the raid 
was made. The detectives suspected that 
the game was crooked, but they did not 
expect to find so elaborate an outfit as was 
revealed by their investigation. 

The counter in the saloon is much the 
same in general appearance as that of all 
other saloons. The polished surface gave 
no clew to what was immediately under- 
neath. Craps was the game being played 
and Parker lost $3 before he could under- 
stand why he could not make his point, 
while the bartender could, with such be- 
coming regularity. 

The game started pretty much as all crap 
games do. For a while the game took its 
natural course. The dice appeared to be 
regular. Then the bartender would shake 
4 or 10, or 6 or 9—points hard to make. The 
victim would increase his bet, so sure was 
he that they could not make the required 

oint. 

"How easy it was to do this was shown 
when the police showed up the parapher- 
nalia. Under the counter was a strong 
electric battery. It was.screwed up to the 
counter. Two large round steel plates, with 
steel poles in the center, were fastened 
into the counter so that only a thin wood 
veneer covered them. Insulated copper 
wires led from the battery to these steel 


lates. Still other wires led from push 
Rerttens concealed behind and under the 


counter, so that by merely pressing any of 
these buttons the circuit was opened and 
the plates became charged with magnet- 
ism. The top of the counter is usually wet 
and the thin veneering of wood did not de- 
stroy its influence. 

So long as absolutely fair dice was used 
the electric current had no effect on the 
game. The victim was always supplied 
with fair dice. But it was no difficult task 
for some one connected with the estab- 
lishment to switch the dice. These dice 
that were doctored are artistic. On the 
surface they seem to be absolutely fair. 
But when Chief of Detectives Desmond 
sawed several of them open it was found 
they had been filled with steel and copper 
wires. The action of the electricity was 
such that when the dice were rolled they 
would invariably stop in a certain position. 
Thus, when the bartender threw a dif- 
ficult point to make, he could be reason- 
ably sure of making it again whenever he 
saw fit, by simply pressing a button and 
turning the current on. 

Chief Desmond says it is the most in- 


genious contrivance ‘he ever saw and he 
congratulated Detective Killian on his 
clever work in unearthing the game.

Lawton Driving the Foe From 
Reoceupied Territory. 


NOVALICHES IS AGAIN TAKEN. 


FILIPINOS IN FLIGHT BUT AMER- 
ICANS HAVE TO REST. 


Effort Is to Outflank Them Before 
Lawton Joins Gen. McArthur at 
His Position to the North 
of Malolos. 


MANILA, April 22.—7 p. m.—Gen. Lawton 
took the field at daybreak to-day with a col- 
umn of troops, consisting of the North 
Dakota Regiment, two battalions of the 
Third Infantry, the Twenty-second Infan- 
try, two guns of Scott’s Battery, three 
troops of the Fourth Cavalry and Cales’ 
Squadron, equipped in light marching order. 
This force started at 5 o’clock this morning 
|over the Novaliches road, traversing the 


country previously cleared of rebels, but 
subsequently reoccupied by them. It is 
to be presumed that Gen. Lawton by this 
movement will outflank the enemy before 
joining Gen, MacArthur north of Malolos. 

The Dakota Regiment first encountered 
the enemy, in front of Novaliches, at 8:15 
a.m. The rebels opened fire on our troops, 
but their fire was silenced: fifteen minutes 
later, the enemy retiring in bad order, 
and the Americans advancing along the 
rough road around Novaliches. They were 
considerably annoyed by the fire of the 
rebel sharpshooters from the jungle for two 
hours, 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the rebels 
were in full flight, leaving many dead on 
the field, and our troops were compelled to 
take a ‘brief rest in the shade, as the heat 
was Overpowering. 


TROOPS CHOSEN FOR OTIS. 


The Plan of Forwarding Regulars Will 
Be Systematic. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—Nearly 9000 
regulars of the 14,000 that the President 
has determined to order to Gen, Otis during 
the coming summer have been practically 
selected. The excellent outlook in Porto 


Rico and Cuba will, in all likelihood, per- 
mit the withdrawal of four more regi- 
memts from those islands before the sum- 
mer is over, and the 5000 thus obtained will 
fill the requirements. The lack of trans- 
portation facillties constitutes the greatest 
problem, but Gen, Otis, fortunately, does 
not require more than 30,000 troops dur- 
ing the summer.

LONE SPECTATOR OF A FIRE 


Residence at Linderwood Destroyed 
and the Family Narrowly Es- 
caped the Flames. 


The residence of Mr. Charles Litton, 6945 
Bancroft avenue, Lindenwood, was de- 
stroyed by fire at 11 o’clock Friday night. 

The fire started from an overturned lamp. 
Some of the family were already asleep in 
bed and so rapid was the fire it was with 
the utmost difficulty they all got out with 
a few articles of clothing. Hardly any of 
the furniture was saved. 

The oddest thing about this fire was the 
fact that the house was actually gutted be- 
fore any of the neighbors appeared.

It was a strange and unusual scene. In 
a city of 650,000 a family was being burned 
out of house and home, and not a singie 
human being of all that multitude knew or 
seemingly cared anything about it. 

Mr. Litton owned the house. It was in- 
sur for a small amount, but the fur- 
niture was a complete loss.

PNEUMATIC TUBES FOR MAIL. 


Eastern Engineers Considering Their 
Feasibility in St. Louis. 

George CC. Griest and several New York 
engineers are in St. Louis to ascertain the 
feasibility of establishing a pneumatic tube 
mail delivery and collection system here. 

They have made a careful survey of all 
mall routes in the city and are figuring on 
the cost of their enterprise. Their plan is 
to lay in every section of the city under- 
ground tubes through which mail will be 
distributed in pouches, The system is em- 
ployed with success in many European 
cities, 

The plan is. backed by Bastern and local 
capitalists and has the good will of Mis- 
sour! Congressmen. The system will firet 
be tried by building a tube between Union 
Station and the Postoffice. If this works 
successfully tubes will be laid on the other 
routes as rapidiy as possible. : 

The new scheme will greatly facilitate 
the collection and distribution of mell, 
but it will throw an army of drivers out 
of employment.
